No immediate he ol was promised 
by weather forecaste: 

Some twenty deaths: have resulted 
from the heat. Four of the victims 
were drowned while seeking 
from a searing sun. 

The middie Missouri valley, 
southern Indiana and . the Rocky 
mountain regions were suffering 
most from the high temperatures. 

Murcury Hits 112 

At Pierre, S. D., the mercury soar- 
ed to 112 degrees officially while 
Aberdeen, S.'D., reported 114 de- 
grees. Ce mgracger of 100 dgrees 
were common in section of Nebras- 
ka, Kansas and Illinois. 

Phoenix, Ariz., reported a tem- 
perature of 104 while other sec- 
tions of the Rocky Mountain re- 
gions suffered with temperatures 
ranging from 93 at Denver to 100 
at Pueblo, Colo. 

Vincennes, Ind., suffered in a 
108 derree heat yesterday, the high- 
est in the state.

Catholic Club 


ROME—(INS)—The breach be- 
tween the Italian government and 
the Vatican widened today as the 
Pope and his advisers read the bit- 
ter denunciation of the encyclical. 
“Concerning Catholic Action” is- 
sued Wednesday night by the direc- 
tors of the fascist party. 

After a four-hour meeting at 
Premier Mussolini’s, office in the 
Palazzo Venezia, the directorate not 
only gave out a statement denounc- 
ing the Pope’s recent attack on fas- 
cism, but declared that since the 
suppression of the Catholic clubs 
many thousands of young Catholics 
had entered the fascist ranks. 

The directorate also announced 
an early mobilization of the fascist 
forces on the field of the Battle of 
Piave in northern Italy to show 
their efficiency as a fighting unit. 

The answer to the Pope’s encycli- 
cal said that the charges against 
fascism made in it were, “lies.” The 
increased bitterness between the 
church and state may result in the 
breaking of the Lateran Accord 
whereby the “Roman Question” was 
supposed to have been settled.

Free After 20 
’ Days in Jail 


CHICAGO-—— (INS) — Declaring 
that he would fight the old debtors 
law, which allows persons to be im- | 
prisoned for failure to pay debts 
and threatening to carry his fight 
to the supreme court, the Rev. Phil- 
lio Yarrow, superintendent of the 
Illinois vigilance association, today 
was free after spending 20 days in 
the county jail. 

Yarrow was released after he hod 
spent the time in default of a $5,000 
judgment secured against him for 
malicious prosecution. While he was 
a prisoner, Walter Shaver, a book- 
seller, who had obtained the judg- 
ment, paid 50 cents a day for the 
crusader’s board. 

Shaver received the judgment af- 
ter Yarrow had had him prosecuted 
for selling obscene literature. Shav- 
er showed that Yarrow had ordered 
a book and when it was delivered 
to him, he had Shaver arrested. 
This, Shaver said, forced his book- 
stores in bankruptcy.

FALL 12 MILES 
SHORT OF GOAL 


Aviators Forced Down 


At Biscke After 
Atlantic Hop 


trans-Atlantic flight in history 
prompted solely by patriotism ended 
within twelve miles of its goal this 
evening when Captain George End- 
res and Alexander Magyar were 
forced down at Biscke, near Buda- 
pest, after a non-stop jump ftom 
Harbor Grace, Newfoundland. 

The. two, members of the Hun- 
garian army reserve, risked their 
lives for the avowed purposé of call- 
ing the attention of the world to the 
alleged injustices dealt out to Hun- 
gary at the close of the werld war. 

Make Fast Time 

Thousands of Hungarians had 
gathered at the Budapest air field 
on the banks of the Danube to wel- 
come the airmen at the conclusion 
of their daring flight. The airmen 
had made fast time on their jump 
across the Atlantic and over central 
Europe, and keen disappointment 
was felt that the flight had come 
to an end only a few miles ‘short 
of their goal. 

The descent at Xiscke was neces- 
sitated by shortage of fuel. The 
landing gear of the plane “Justice 
for Hungary” was broken in the 
landing, but the fliers escaped in- 

ury. 


The flight ended at 7:25 p. m., 
(2:25 p. m. E. D. T.), just twenty- 

six hours and seven minutes after 
the airmen took of from Harbor 
Grace. The airmen covered: ap- 
proximately. 3,300 miles. 

Disappointed over their failure to 
reach Budapest, the airmen philoso- 
phically made the best of the situa- 
tion and expressed relief that the 
plane was not more severely dam- 
aged. They prepared to. continue 
the journey to the capital by motor 
car to receive the enthusiastic ac- 
colade awaiting them. 

Back Flight 

The flight was backed by Emil 
Szaly, retired sausage manufacturer 

Flint, Mich., who was among the 
yicrowds who waited at the airport 
throughout the day for the fliers’ 
farrival. 

The yenture aroused t-, 
ed interest throughout ‘Hungary, ‘ 
and signalized the first time in his- 
tory that airmen had taken this 
means of focussing world attention 
to the alleged injustices embodied 
in the post-wer treaties. - The flight 
was conceived on the tenth anni- 
versary of the treaty of Trianon, 
which Hungarians charge embraced 
an unfair divisipn of Hungerian ter- 
ritory. 


CHICAGO GANG

Two More Hoodlums 
Are Shot Dead 
By Gangsters 


CHICAGO—(INS) — The inter- 
necine gang wars which have 
wracked Chicago’s hoodlum world 
for the past two weeks spread to the 
suburbs today when 32, double kill- 
ing was executed in Georgé Con- 
nors saloon and gambling house in 
Forest park. 

Wielding an automatic pistol and 
a sawed-off shotgun the ki 
walked into the saloon early today 
and mowed down Harry Davis, 55, 
and L. S. Murphy, alias rd 
Daly, ex-convict and 
Both were Chicago police’’ 
ters. 

“Stick ’em up” was the command 
of the gun crew’s leader as they 
faced a dozen patrons at the bar. 
Turning with arms upraised, the 
men saw the killers walk directly 
to Davis and Murphy. 

The killers opened fire with both 
barrels of the shotgun;and a burst 
of fire from the pistol. 

Murphy and Davis fell, fatally 
wounded. 

“The rest of you mugs stay where 
you are and keep quiet,” was the 
terse command of the leader of the 
— crew as they backed out of the 

oor.

Davis 
refused to reveal his identity, nor

THREE ALLEGED 
BANDITS CAUGHT 


Two of ~ Robbers of 
Illinois Bank Are 
Wounded 


NEWARK, Ill.— (INS) — Three 
alleged bank robbers were in. cus- 
today here Wednesday, captured by 
Newark vigilantes shortly after the 
First State bank of Millington, Il., 
had been robbed of $1,300. 

The vigilantes, warned of the rob- 
bery two miles away, fired into the 
speeding car of the trio as it passed 
through Newark. Two of the al- 
leged bandits were wounded and 
their car overturned after plunging 
through a fence. - 

The prisoners were: Jerry Fitz- 
gerald, 32; Thomas Harper, 30, ser- 
iously wounded in the back, and 
Jack Sullivan, 40, who suffered a 
scalp wound. They were taken into 
custody by Sheriff Martin Hextell, 
of York. All were from Chicago. 

The bandits forced president Roy 
Scoggins and secretary Theodore 
House to lie on the bank floor while 
they looted the cash drawers. 

When the robbers drove off in the 
direction of Ottawa, 20 miles away, 
Scoggins notified the Farmers State 
bank at Newark, on the Ottawa

Colleges Must Solve Problem 
of How to Make Living, Noted 


Educator Declares in Speech 





BOULDER, Colo.—(INS) — Tax- 
supported state universities, to ful- 
fill their obligations to the state, 
must not only teach the. student 
and encourage the scholar in 
fields of research, but must reach 
out beyond the campus and become 
a@ real factor in adult education, 
Dean Elmore Petersen: of the ex- 
tension division of the University 
of Colorado told members of the 
National University Extension: As- 
sociation. when he welcomed them 
to the sixteenth annual convention 
here. 

The three problems of the adult 
citizen which the university ex- 
tension -divisions must help solve, 
Dean Petersen told the 70 repre- 
sentatives of the 42 member insti- 
tutions, are the. problem of making 
a living, the problem of living to- 
gether with others, and the prob- 
lem of living with oneself. These, 
he said, are “fundamental and 
inescapable problems.” 

“One should speak cautiously 
when he suggests that the univer- 
sity has any responsibility whatever 
to people in their struggle to make 
a living,” said the Dean, who is 
president of the association. “But 
in these economically distressful 
times no one except those ignor- 
antly or’ wilfully blind can help 
seeing how dreadfully important 
the mere making of a living is. I 
am convinced that many of the ills 
the world is suffering from are due 
to lack of an understanding and 
correct application of economic 
laws, forces, principles, that operate 
in the affairs of men. 

“This conviction was strength- 
ened by having attended the an- 
nual meeting of the national 
chamber of commerce, which was 
a@ great open confessional, where 
business laid its troubles upon its 
own doorstep and accepted the 
blame. But more than that, it 
pointed its way out of its difficul- 
ties by means of research and ed- 
ucation. Research to get at the 
actual truth about our economic 
structure in all of its ramifica- 
tions; and then, deucation, because 
it is only by wise planning and 
action based on facts rather than 
guesses or hopes of unfounded as- 
sertions, that economic prosperity 
can be attained and maintained.” 

Democracy is on trial today as 
never before, Dean Petersen de- 
clared, in developing the problem of 


}man’s living together with other 


men. Because it requires knowl- 
edge and judgment and courage 
to be a citizen today, as never be- 
fore. He pointed out that education

“To do and to share are futile

Crop correspondents of the department of agriculture re- 
port that the supply ef farm labor on July 1 was 111.1 per- 
cent of normal, compared to 99 percent of normal a year ago. 
On the other hand, the demand fog faym labor was 73.4 per- 
eent of normal on the same date compared to 84.8 percent of 
normal last year. :

It may be said to the credit 
of Norman Baker that no such “‘racketeers” were ever per- 
mitted to use the facilities of station K-TNT.

In that 
short third of aday we emust replac 
all the nerve energy lost and all 
the body worn out by the 
work and worry of the day. Let us 
give that a little thought. ‘We are 
supposed to replenish the human 
storage battery in one-half of the 
time it takes in running down. This 
seems almost contrary to the laws 
of nature; for it takes the same 
amount of time and the same quan- 
tity of electricity to replenish an 
ordinary storage battery that were 
eonsumed in running it down. If you 
fail to replenish it to the same ex- 
tent, it runs down completely. The 
same thing happens if one fails to 
relax in sleep or otherwise and thus 
replenish his rundown storage bat- 
teries.

nervous collapse by their condition 
of nervous tension which shows 
plainly in their faces. If you watch 
such persons in daily work like sew- 
ing, where they sit still or in read- 
ing or conversing, or where engaged 





state of tension. You may rest as- 
sured that such persons do not know 
the value of relaxation. 

One of the best pictures of re- 
laxation is formed when a person 
who is almosi compleiely exhausted 
from muscular exertion and is worn 
out mentally, complains of being 
tired and sits down in a nice, com- 
fortable chair to rest. Such a per- 
son almost drops into the chair. His 
arms fall limply as though they 
were inert. His body falls back 
against the cushion and rolls to one 

side. That-is a picture of relaxa- 
tion. 

Here is a good way to test com- 
plete relaxation in yourself. While 
sitting take one hand in the other 
and raise it in the air about eigh- 
teen inches; then let it fall. If you 
are in the habitual condition of the 
average person, even though you 
seem to be sitting in a perfectly 
relaxed and comfortable position, 
your hand will fall in your lap in- 
stead of dropping straight down as 
though it were a dead weight un- 
der the complete control of gravity. 
Tt will not be pushed unconsciously 
toward the lap to save it from a fall 
because if relaxation is complete 
there will be nothing in the world 
to resist the fall.

Bridge-Auction and 
Contract

‘With the above hand the Auction 
Bridge bidding would be: South one 
No Trump followed by three passes. 

The Contract Bridge bidding would 
be: South two No ‘Trumps and 
North three. 

Whether Declarer would make 
game might depend upon the initial 
lead. West has two 4-card suits, the 
Clubs. much stronger than the 
Spades—a reason for selecting the 
Clubs although with even or practi- 
cally even strength, preference 
should be given to a major. In this 
case if the Spades should be led, 
East would win the first trick with 
the King and return the suit, tak- 
ing out North’s Ace. After that, 
North without an entry, could not 
establish and run his Diamonds; 
and consequently Declarer would be 
restricted to two Spades, two 
Hearts, one Diamond and two or 
three Clubs—the latter depending 
upon where the Club lead came 
from. 

However, when the hand was 
played in a Duplicate game, only 
one or two tables selected the Spade 
lead. At most of the tables the 
stronger Club suit was chosen and 
that lead being up to the closed 
hand, assured three Club tricks for 
Declarer/ At most of these tables a 
Diamond was led to trick 2 and 
East, wirining with the Ace return- 
ed his partner’s Club suit. South 
won with the Ace and led a second 
Diamond. East held up his King 
until the third round and then 
led Club; but South winning, 
put dummy in with the Ace of 
Spades and at all those tables De- 
clarer won -ene Spade, two Hearts, 
three Dimonds and three Clubs. 

Even with the unfortunate Club 
opening, East could have saved 
game by leading the King of Spades 
when he won the first Diamond. Of 
course it would entail the sacrifice 
of a King which otherwise would be 
sure to make, but it would shut out 
the long Diamonds in dummy and 
as it turns out; would save game. It 
is the type of lead that a careful 
player is always prepared to make,

IOWA GOVERNOR 
HAS CHARGE OF 


ALL ELECTIONS): 


When Oath — Is Waken 


Executive Takes on 
Many Duties 


By CURTIS HAY, Jr. 

DES MOINES, Ia.—(INS)—When 
a@ governor of Iowa takes the oath 
of office in January of the odd 
numbered years he assumes beside 
his duties of appointing officials, 
beside his work in connection with 
the judicial department, and beside 
his post as commander-in-chief of 
the military forces of the states, a 
tremendous power and duty of ex- 
ecutive business. 

He is in charge of the state’s ex- 
ecutive department for two years 
and must supervise elections in the 
state. He becomes a member of 
six boards, commissions and coun- 
cils. He becomes the supervisor of 
all other executive departments and 
keeps in constant touch with the 
business conducted in other 
branches of the government. 

The duties of the executive busi- 
ness are the most important part 
of the governor’s service to Iowa 
and consume the majority of his 
working hours. 

Elections Cause Work 


Both national and state elections 
cause considerable ,work for the 
chief executive of this state. In 
national elections he must certify 
election returns and issue the cer- 
tificates of election to the pres- 
idential electors. He then calls a 
meeting of the electors at the state 
capitol where they vote on the 
presidential candidates. 

A certificate of their ballot must 
then be made out by the state gov- 
ernor and sent to congress and to 
the United States. 

Before each general electién the 
governor is required by law to issue 
@ proclamation announcing the 
coming election. It is his duty at 
the time the proclamation is issued 
to announce the names of all can- 
didates who have qualified for 
election. 

In the event of a special election 
the governor is required to prepare 
and issue a proclamation at least 
ten days prior to the date set for 
the election. Special elections may 
be called for state projects or in 
the event of a vacancy in any state 
or national legislative office of the 
state. Of course, however, these 
cases only occur when the vacancy 
occurs when the legislative bodies 
are in session or when the legisla- 
ture will convene before there is 
another regular general election. 

Duties of Governor 

Following an election it is the 
duty of the governor to send each 
successful candidate a certificate 
of election:

tions the chief executive of Iowa is 
required by the state code to issue 
two other proclamations annually 
and a third one in the case of war 
or unusual circumstances. 

He issues a proclamation for 
Mother’s Day, designating the sec- 
ond Sunday in May as the day on 
which mothers will be honored, and 
a proclamation for Independence 
Sunday, the Sunday preceding the 
Fourth of July. 

The third proclamation which the 
governor is sometimes forced to 
issue under the state statutes is 
relative to the status of aliens in 
the state. He can demand that all 
aliens or any group of aliens from 
a certain country appear before 
persons designated by the governor 
and give information regarding 
themselves. ‘
